VETERAN BELIEVES CANADA !S 
PEACE MEDIUM 


Sir Richard Cartwright is Guest of 
Honor at a Non-Political Banquet 
—Reviews Continental Events Since 
He Entered the Political Arena— 
Important Changes that have Taken 
Place Since Before Confederation. 


Ottawa.—Sir Richard Cartwright, 
minister of trade and commerce, and 


government leader in the senate, was, 


the guest of honor at a banquet in 
the parliamentary restaurant attend- 


} yd by both Liberal and Conservative 
co vembers of the upper house. 
q unction was arranged as a 


The 
testi- 
monial to Sir Richard for his long 
years of public service and also to 
mark his assumption of duties of lead- 
er of the senate in succession to Sir 
Richard Scott. 

In the course of a short speech Sir 
Richard, in his usual vigorous style, 
ran over political and social events 
which he has witnessed since he first 
became a member of parliament in 
the early sixties. 

He said he saw in the growth and 
development of the ‘English speaking 
race on this continent, in Great Brit- 


ain and elsewhere, an apportunity for) 


the creation of an alliance of Anglo- 
Saxons which would dominate the 
world and give an assurance of peace 
which would result in the disarma- 
ment of great powers which at the 
present time spend two-thirds of their 
revenue in preparing to cut each 
other’s throats. 

Sir Richard expressed the belief that 
Canada, owing to acquaintance of its 
people both with Great Britain and 
the United States and with its fresh 
life and vigor, might be the proper 
medium to bring about such an alli- 
ance of English speaking nations. If 
such an alliance were to be effected 
he seriously proposed the disarma- 
ment of other nations who would dare 
treat the proposal lightly. Touching 
on changes which have oceurred in 
Canada since before confederation 
days, Sir Richard said: 

“Looking back over that long vista 
of seven and forty years, I cannot fail 
to be struck with the enormous 
changes which have taken place When 
I entered publie life the — political 
ealdron was boiling over both in Can- 
ada and elsewhere. At that moment 
the US. wis engaged in the most elab- 
orate and awful war of the century, 
at that moment relations now so hap- 
pily subsisting between ourselves and 
our sister provinces had been strained 
to the very point of disruntion, and, 
speaking from my _ recollections 1 
have very little doubt but that the 
desperate strife which was being car- 
ried on along our border prevented 
the utter disruption of union between 
two Canadas.” 

Will Cost U. S. a Billion Dollars 

Chicago.—April 30 was the warmest 
April day in eleven years, The ther- 
mometer said &4 degrees. Friday last 
was the coldest April day in the city 
in eight years, the temperature on 
that day was 26 degrees. The range 
between the two Fridays was 48 de- 
grees. This conflict of heat and cold 
and the exultant extremes will cost 
America a billion dollars in 1910. Last 
week's ovts, cotton, corn, fruit trees, 
vegetables, wheat and = other crops 
were damaged in a sum of $500,000,- 
600; and reports received from all 
over the middle west and south indi- 
eated that the extremely hot and dry 
weather now prevailing added mueh 
to the damage. Warm rains, whieh 
are not forthcoming, «are needed 
every wher Wheat and corn in Il 
linois are deteriorating, as they are 
in Missouri. The situation in Kansi 
and Nebraska is pictured as worse 
than ever, being aggravated by the 
extremely dry weather. It is esti- 
mated that 3.000 000 acres of spring 
wheat had been plowed up in the four 
states and other grains seeded. 
Twenty per cent of the southern ecot- 
ton crop will be re-pldnted or aband- 
oned entirely. ’ 

C. P. R. Retains Shaughnessy 

Montreal.—A rumor has been cirea- 
lated that Sir Thomas C. Shaugh- 
nessy, is contemplating retiring from 
the presidency of the C, P. R. com- 
pany and to enter the political arena 
in the House of Commons, Ottawa. 
When seen on the subject, Sir Thos. 
Shaughnessy said: 

“This absurd rumor is absolutely 
without the slightest

Morton KE. Crane, secretary of the 
joint congress immigration commis- 
sion, has announced that the commis. 
sion’s report on Canadian immigra- 
tion has already been sent to con- 
gress and will be printed in a few 
days. Advance sheets of the report 
show that during 1909 approximately 
60,000 Americans emigrated to Canada 
from the border states. The great ma- 
jority left the United States to take 
up farms in Canada, which are offered 
under very favorable terms to settlers 
by the Dominion government and vari- 
jous Canadian land and railway com- 
;panies. Immigration from Canada 
‘into the United States during the 
{same year was approximately 55,000, 
so the balance in favor of Canada is 
not so large as supposed. The emi- 
grants of both countries, according to 
information gathered by the commis. 
| sion, was the best classes, being most- 
ly farmers.

WILL ENTER 


IMMIGRATION QUESTION 


The Matter of Selection of Immigrants 
to Canada to Be Decided by the 
Canadian Government — Britain 
Will Make Such Representations 
as Found Proper, and Believes 
Canada Will Act with Humanity. 


London.—In the house of commons, 
when asked by Sir C. Kinloch Cooke 
regarding the recent alterations gov- 
erning the emigration of assisted per- 
sons to Canada, Colonel Seeley said 
he was aware the effect on the opera. 
tions of emigration societies and sim- 
ilar bodies would be considerable. 
The question of what classes of emi- 
trants were to be permitted to enter 
Canada was primarily a question for 


the Canadian government. The co- 
lonial secretary would forward to 
that government for their friendly 


consideration any representations that 
might be made to him, as to the effect 
of the regulations; but as at present 
advised he was not prepared to recom- 
mend the appointment of a royal com- 
mission on emigration. 

Sir Kinloch Cooke interpolated: 
“Does the hon. gentleman under- 
stand the new regulations will be ap- 
plied to the emigration now on the 
seas, many of whom have made pre- 
parent to the extent of selling their 
1ommes, 

Colonel Seeley: “I don’t think 1 
should be expected to reply to mat- 
ters of such delicacy as relations be- 
tween this country and Canada in a 
supplementary question. I have no 
doubt the Dominion will endeavor to 
act with humanity in this matter. 
We will make such representations as 
proper in this direction.” 

Britain Is Young and Full of Heart 

London,—Interviewed in reference 
to Imperial defence in Australia, Lord 
Kitchener said that for $8,000,000 a 
year Australia will in due course have 
a complete system that makes her se- 
and will 


cure against attack, no 
longer need to look to the Mother 
Country for aid in danger. Money, 


he added is but trivial to such a rich 
country. 

As regards Great Britain, Lord 
Kitchener said she was not decadent, 
whatever anyone may say or think of 
her. Her sons are as good as ever 
and as full of heart. She is quite 
able under God to determine her own 


destinies. She needs help from none 
of her children nor strangers, and 
can quite take care of herself. She 


is yet full of youth of her days, and 
“T can assure you is in no sense 
decadent.” 


Mr. Joe Martin Was Pulled Up Short 

London.—In_ reference to the gov- 
ernment’s proposal to exempt agricul- 
tural values from taxation, which is 
stated in the budget somewhat vague- 
ly, Joseph Martin, M.P. for East St. 
Paneras, declared in the Commons 
that in spite of the government's in- 
tention the effect of the bill was to 
tex such. He was pulled up by Mr. 
Lloyd-George and was about to illus- 
trate his point when he was called to 
order by the chairman for exceeding 
the limit of discussion. Mr. Martin, 
remarked, amid general laughter, 
thet it seemed pretty hard to get on 
with the matter at all. 

Tribute to Canada's Work 

London.—The Royal British —Co- 
loninl Society of Artists received its 
charter from the King through the 
hands of the Duke of Argyle at a 
hanquet recently The Duke of 
gvll peid a tribute to Canada’s and 
Nustialia’s work in the furtherane 
of art. It was suggested the next 
meeting of the society should be held 
in Vaneouver. Lord Strathcona, who 
presided, expressed pride in receiv. 
ing the charter, and said the members 


desired to emulate the Royal 
Academy.

_Two applications of the Canadian 
Northern for a revision of the Hum- 
bolt-Calgary branch and a similar 
application of the G. T. P. for a re- 
vision of its Calgary branch were ap- 
proved of to the east of the Bow river 
M. 8. MeCarthy appesred for Calgary 
and expressed the opinion that the 
citizens of that city were desirious of 
having the three great railway lines 
unite to use the same entrance to the 
city of Calgary. He pointed out that

SECOND ARTICLE 
INOCULATION. 
Sometimes the difficulty of gett- 
ing a good stand of alfalta may be 
due to the fact that the proper nit- 


rogen gathering germs are not 
present in the soil. When this is 
the case, it will be necessary to 


supply these germs trom some oui- 
side source. ‘This is called inocula- 
tion. It may be 
complished in two ways, viz.: 

By nitro-culture, secured 
some reliable source, or, 

By securing earth from some 
field where alfalfa has been success- 
fully grown, and scattering it where 
we expect to sow our alfalfa seed. 

Both methods are good, although 
the second is perhaps the best and 
handiest for the ordinary farmer. 

A short description of each meth- 
od may be here given: 

NITRO-CULTURE 

Generally, the nitro-culture is 
sent to the farmer in a small bottle, 
containing a jellylike substance, in 
which the germs are growing, 
which is sufficient for the inoculation 
of 60 Ibs. of alfalfa seed. Take 
about one and a half pints of clean 
water in a suitable vessel. Pour a 
little of the water into a bottle con- 
taining the je/lylike substance, 
shake thoroughly, and pour back 
into the vessel. Do this several 
times. Pour this liquid over the 
seed and mix thoroughly. Spread 
the seed out to dry; but KEEP OUT 
OF THE SUNSHINE. It will dry ina 
couple of hours, and be 
planted in the usual way as soon as

100 Ibs. to 500 Ibs, of earth (the 
more the better) from some field 
where alfalia is successtully grow- 


ing and scatter it upon the ground 
where you intend to sow the seed. 
The common way is to scatter this 
over the soil, so that the discing 
and harrowing will thoroughly mix 
it into the bed. The earth 
should not be on the top 
of the ground, but should be Gisced 
or harrowed in as soon as possible. 
Many of the noted alfalfa sections 
of this continent had their starting 
in the inoculation of seed or soil, 
and so we would advise every sett- 
ler of the

In fact 
after alfalfa has been grown success- 
fully in on the farm, we 
frequently tind that it is not neces- 
sary to inoculate further, for 
the germs are scattered to the rest 
of the farm, through the irrigation 
ditches, the of manure, 
and in many other ways. 

Have the first inoculation 
properly and there is very 
need for care after that. 

SEED. 

Be very careful 
best and cleanest seed possible. 
Fortunately, samples of seed may 
be sent toa Dominion Seed Branch 
in this Province, for free examina- 
tion. This should protect all tarm- 
ers from sowing foul weed seeds. 
There is another thing that needs to 
be guarded against. It may be 
that a farmer trom Kansas or Colo- 
rado, who has had splendid success 
with alfalfa in either of these States, 
will secure for sowing in Al- 
berta. He may have good success 
or he may have very indifferent suc- 
His indifferent 
success may be due to the fact that 
the seed has been moved too far 
North all at one time. In other 
words, it is not adapted to its new 
environment. As a rule, it is the 
safest plan to secure alfalfa seed, 
as long as it is clean and of good 
germination qualities, 
as possible. This is, of course, a 
matter that needs consideration only 
until we are in a position to produce 
our own Bow River Valley seed. 
AMOUNT OF SEED PER ACRE 

This is a question that has recei- 
ved careful consideration from a 
great many experimenters, and the 
general opinion is that when the 
crop is new, and farmers generally 
are just getting it introduced, a 
heavier seeding may be used than

| Medical Health Ojficer Has No Fear 
the Dread Disease. 


It was not the insolence of wealth 
that has made Dr. Sheard’s figure 
stand out in his position as medical 
health office of Toronto in sharp sil- 
houtte against the dark background of 
lobbyists and log rollers inside and 
outside of the City Council. It has 
been rather, a certain strength that 
made itself known oftener in indiffer- 
ence to convention, but which could 
be traced in many finer little acts of 
heroisin and courtesy if followed by 
the careful eye. Dr. Sheard has never 
“worked” a salary increase for him- 
self. But he fought tooth and nail for 
adequate remuneration for the under- 
lings in his department—and every 
man who worked for him at the City 
Hall got a plump turkey as often as 
Christmas came round. 

One bitter day in winter the health 
officer called on his rounds at the 
Smallpox Hospital. There had been a 
particularly virulent case of the dis- 
ease, and the victim had died. The 
hospital staff at the time was short- 
handed, and there was nobody to lay 
the victim out—she was a woman—ex- 
cept a nurse and the ambulance driv- 
er. The body was in such a repul- 
sive condition that these two had been 
driven from the room after raising the 
window in the vain hope of sterilizing 
, the atmosphere by frigidity. 

The two explained the situation to 
Dr. Sheard. 

“All night,” said he. ‘It’s a horrible 
ta and you only get $15 a week. 
veave it to me.” 

And he entered the death-chamber, 
removed the frozen bedclothes from 
the body, closed the eyes of the corpse, 
straightened out her limbs and ar- 
| rayed the body decently for burial. 
“It was part of the day's work,’ 
he said afterwards, quietly. 
Smallpox has no personal terrors for 
Charles Sheard, M.D., but as a phy- 
sician he dreads it above all other 
plagues. He has put up the most 
strenuous fight against it ever waged 
by any health officer, and Toronto's 
gt php low smallpox record is a 
asting monument to his painstaking 
ability. Personally he is as indifferent 
to it as though a prover ‘1mimune’’— 
but his reliance is bi sed solely upon 
precautions. Charles sheard’s left arm 
from wrist to shoulder is a mass of 
tiny cicatrices—the marks of repeated 
self-vaccinations, for he practices what 
he preaches. At one time he counted 
forty-seven of these little scars, and 
while he must undoubtedly have be- 
come thoroughly inoculated 


ing acquired the habit he will con, 
tinue to vaccinate himself yearly, at 
least till the end of his days. 


A Well-Known Entertainer. 


The reports in the Montreal papers 
a few days ago of the death of Mr. 
George R. Prowse will recall to the 
minds of many thousands of Cana- 
dians whose recollections go back as 
far as thirty years or so, the fact that 
in the late seventies and early eigh 
ties, Mr. Prowse held a very conspic- 
uous place in Canada as an entertain. 
er. His medium of contributing to the 
amusement and edification of Cana 
dians was a powerful and elaborately 
equipped magic lantern, which was 
such a satisfactory apparatus that it 
was constantly in requisition. Mr 
Prowse purchased his first lantern as 
an auxiliary to his Sunday School and 
Band of Hope work at St. George's 
Church, but he found the operation of 
the machine so interesting and use 
ful'that he kept on acquiring improve- 
ments until he had the best lime-lignt 
lantern that money could buy. Then 
he and his apparatus were in con- 
stant demand by scientific institu 
tions, schools, and religious and bene- 
volent bodies. In his specialty Mr 
Prowse assisted some of the greatest 
lecturers of the age—Lord Rayleigh, 
Sir William Thompson (now Lord Ke! 
vin) Paul du Chaillu, the Afrigan ex- 
plorer; Greeley and Cheyne, the Are- 


tic navigators; Sir William Dawsoa, | 
Dr. Graham Bell, Sir Sanford Flem- ; 


ing, Neil Dow, ete., ete. Mr. Prowse 
éra his machine were well known 


from Winnipeg to Halifax, and were | 


frequently requisitioned by scientists 
and public men called upon to lecture 
in New York, Boston and Portland 
There are few Canadians who have 
been privileged to contribute to any- 
thing like the same degree to the en- 
lightenment and amusement of their 
fellow countrymen. 


Coal In Lambton, 

John R. Conlon of Sombra Town- 
ship, while drilling a well at Port 
Lambton recently, noticed black ma- 
terial coming up with the earth and 
rock from the well. An examination 
of the particles showed that the drill 
was working in a vein of soft coal. 
The well is on the W. H. MeDonald 
store property, recently purchased by 
W. J. Kane The coal was struck at 
a depth of 150 feet and after drilling 
six feet into the coal the body was 
found too hard to drill, 

Calvtn Currie of Algonac brought a 
gentleman from Detroit to examine 
the showing, who pronounced it a 
good sample of soft coal, and took 
samples with him to Detroit for fur- 
ther examination. 

Specimens of the coal were taken to 
Sarnia and tested by burning. It 
burns readily with a fine ash. 

There is talk in Port Lambton of 
putting down test wells to ascertain 
the extent of the coal body. Other 
wells have been sunk in the vicinity 
in past years without any showing 
of coal, but it is pointed out that none 
of them reached the 150-foot depth.
